The Storm in New York—Thrilling Expert- 
ence ef Several Barges. 


New Yorn, November %.—The first snow- 
storm of the season made iteel! felt yesterday. 
It was moreof a genuine Western bilzzard 
then anything else. The wind was high and 
very cold andthe snow was blown about all 
day. As night came on the air was filled with 
particles of sleet and ice, which were 
blinding in their sharpness. The shipping 


in the harbor was very much 
damaged by the wind and rough 
water. Dozens of vessels dragged their 


anchors and a collision almost oecurred be- 
‘tween one ot these and the United States 
cruiser Boston. At midnight last night the 
thermometer stood at 28 deg. The storm 
has been felt all along the coastand through- 
out the New England and Middle States. The 
reports from along the coast go to Indicate the 


severity of the storm. At Atlantic City, N. J., 
the ocean boulevard was in places washed away 
with a number of small frame buildings. 

At Canajoharie, N. Y., there was four inches 
of snow, and the canal at that place blocked 
with boats unable to move. 

At the Portland (Me.) life-saving station 
Oapt. Trunday report: No vessels sighted 
since 2 t night we saw several 
running for shelter as we supposed. The Lord 
help anything off this coast to-night. It hae 
been the worst styem we have experienced, 
with the exception of one last winter.’’ 

At Lewes, Del,, the Moro Castie parted her 
cables and was dashed to pieces on the breax 
water. The life saving crew got all the boat 
men off . At New Haven, Conn., thé wind 
reached a velocity of fifty-one miles an hour, 
the highest ever recorded there. At Giouces- 
ter, Mass., two unknown schooners were ro- 
ported lost on Normwan’s Woe and only one 
man saved. 

DISASTERS TO BARGES. 

One of the most disastrous accidents which 
has ever occurred to a tow of barges in the 
vicinity of New York, happened about 2 
o’clook Sunday morning in the lower bay. 
Out of a fleet of fifteen barges only tnree 
were saved. All-the rest went to the 
bottom with their heavy cargoes, which 
consisted of coal. On nearly every barge 
there were women and chiidren, and althouuh 
as yet itis not known that any were lost, it is 
little short of miraculous that anybody on 
hoard escaped alive. Capt. Veddar of the A. 
O. Hen negan told the reporter a thriliine story 


of the disaster which befell them. We had 
not been out twenty minutes, he said, be- 
fore I wished we had not come. Several of 


the captains of barves did not want to go, but 
Capt. Fagan of the tug Bordentown in 
sisted. The wind was from the 
nertnWest, nearly north I was on 
the front end of wm barge which 
Was in the second tier aud right behind the 
Fiorenve Moore, I could see the big seas 
sweeping over the barge in front of me every 
minute. We seemed to jump six or eight feet 
out ofthe water at every bound, and every 
foot we advanced things got worse. Alli the 
women and the children were down in their 
cabins asleep, and not dreaming that we were 
in any Gxenger. By about 1 o'clock we all saw 
that unless somethin was one eve

I was afraid of the oate ahead of me 
diving under and paliing me down with them, 
so got an ax and was scrambling forward to 
cut the lashings to the Florence Moore. Atthat 
moment her stern shot up inthe air and then 
disappeared beneath the waves. As she went 
down the lashings to “y barge snapped or she 
would certainly have dragged medown with 
her. The Captain and the peopie on the 
Hughes, which was first to go down, 
had escaped to the Moore and when the Moore 
was swamped they and the Moore's people got 
to the Ocean Queen. 

„While this was going on the tug which had 
rescued my wife and ehiid had been going 
from darge to wet taking the people off. 
The women and children ail over the fleet 
were now awake send on deck and their 
shrieks and cries seemed all around you, as 
though hundreds of people were struggling in 
the water in eve direction. The tug was 
soon crowded with balf- dressed women and 
chiidren. This tug proved to ve the Willie, 
which had helped to tow the fleet from South 
Amboy to Kergen Point. Her prove had be- 
come uneasy at the violence of the gale after 
we ieft the Point and put out after us. 
About the time the fret barge went down the 
Bordentown whistied for assistance and her 
signais were beard on board the Wilite. Had 
it not been for her the loss of life would have 
been frightfal.’’

BILL has deen 
prepared for 
presentation to 
the General As- 
sembly, which 
meets at Jeffer- 
son Olty next 
January, pro- 
viding for the 
abolition of the 
ofmfice of Reoord 
er of Voters tn 
this city. The 
bill fe still in the 
hands of a Dem- 
ooratic law firm 
whioh has Intil- 
mate relations 
with some of 
the Demooratic 
bosses. It is 
said that it pro- 

vides for a 
transfer of many of the duties to the City 
Register, and distributes the work so as to 
dispense with the Department of Elections 
and Registration as now established. The 
conduct of elections was formerly entrusted 
to the City Register and the Ro- 
corder of Voters, but during the sadmin- 
lotratlon of Mayor Ewing, Republican, ana 
City Register Berg, also Republican, it was 
found desirable by a Democratic Legislature 
to give the sole control of the elections and 
registration to Recorder Hobiitzelle, Demo 
orat. The exigencies of the emergency caused 
by the election of the 6th inst, suggest 
the need of the retransfer of the 
powers to the OClity Register or t 
some other officer, The necessity would of 
course disappear if Recorder Wjlliams would 
consent to step down and ont, but he has no 
intention of doing 60 just at present. He was 
asked concerning the proposed change lu the 
arrangement. He bad heard of the proposel- 


tion but had no definite information. He 
sald that if he remained in office 
it would not surprise him to see some 
such bill proposed to abolish the office b 
some of the politicians who were not well 
pleased with bis administration. 

The existence of such a bil is dented. If 
introduced at all it will dave to be by one of 
the surviving Democratic Senators or by one 
of the country members.

An Important Decision. 


WasHiIneton, D. O., November 2.—The 
Supreme Court of the United States rendered 
an opinion in case No. 67, Henry R. Denny, 
plaintiff? in error, vs. Charles O. Bennett, 


assignee of A. B. Vannorman & Bro., 
in to the Supreme Court 
of State of Minnesota, The 
prinnipal point raised in this cose ig that an 
actof the State Legislature providing that 
whenever the property of a debtor is seized by 
an execution against him he may make an as- 
signment of all his property, not exempt by 
law, for the equal benefit of all his 
creditors who shall file releases of their debts 
and claims, and that his property shall be 
equitably distributed among such creditors, is 
repugnant to the constitution of the United 
States, so far as it affects citizens ot other 
States than Minnesota. It was claimed 
by counsel for plaintiff in error that this 
statute is invalid because it impaired the 
obligation of contracts, and also that it 
could have no extra territorial operations and 
could not, therefore, be binding on creditors 
living in a different State from 
that ofthe debtor. The Supreme Court, in an 
opinion by Justice Miller, holds that the stat- 
ute is not repugnantto the Constitution. In 
its opinion the court says that the statute could 
not, of course, apply to contracts in 
existence before {t was enacted, but the stat- 
ute must be construed to be a part of all con- 
tracts made after it was enacted and 
that therefore it cannot be ° called 
an impairment of the contracts. 
The judgment of the Supreme Court of Minne- 
sota, holding the statute to be valid, was 
therefore affirmed. 

Justice Harlan read an opinion expressing 
his inability to concur in the decision of the 
court in this case. 


Interstate Commission Report. 


By Telegraph to the PosT-DisPaTcu. 

WASHINGTON, D. O., November 26.—The 
report of the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion will be submitted to Congress on the day 
that body convenes, a week from to-day. It 
will de as comprehensivé and concise asa 
thorough review of the subject will permit. 
The appendices will be full and will contain 
such information as relates to uniform classi- 
fications and subjects of a similar nature 
which could not properly be included in the 
body of the report. Itisthe desire of the 
commission to incorporate selections from the 
annual reports of all the railway lines in 
the country, but unfortunately not more 
than two-thirds of this data ls at present ob- 
talnable. The remainder will be printed as a 
supplemental report a few months later. 
Judge Cooley explains the necgssity for this 
by saying that the system of accounts kept by 
the various roads differs so widely that it is not 
always possible to secure the information 
which the commission desires ata time. An- 
other source of embarrassment consists in the 
tact, that the data furnished by some ot the 
roads is not always accurate, and the correc- 
tion of this involves the expenditure of con- 
siderable time and trouble. The body of 
the report is now practically finished.

sovereign that had adopted him) and after- 
wards marries his own mother, Jocosta. In 
the discovery of the facts about his birth and 
parentage Jocosta commits suicide and di- 
pus puts out his own eyes as an explation fo: 
his involuntary acts of parricide and incest 
A more hideous tissuejof horrors was never put 
upon the stage of the much-abused Theatre 
Libre, and their utter abominations prevent 
any effort at adapting the work for presenta- 
tion before an Anglo-Saxon audience, Yet 
the character of G@dipus affords scope for 
some superb acting, and it shows the great 
talent of Mounet-Sully atits very best. In 
the last scene whenthe King, blinded and 
with bleeding eye-balis, staggers forth from 
the portals of his palace, his acting reached 
heights of sublimity of which I scarcely be- 
lieved him capable. 
HE WAS SUPERBLY STRIKING 
and picturesque in the earlier portions of the 
tragedy, oe in his classic robes and with 
his attitudes of faultless grace like a fine an- 
tique statue endowed with life. He wears the 
classic draperies with as much ease 
artistic grace as did his predecessor on these 
famous boards, the peeriess Rachel. One or 
two curious details were to be noted in the 
representation.

ure up against him. Taken altogether 
the paper is very likely to 
cause bad feeling in several ways.

ums? There can be no definite answer 
— this question, because there is 
no clear line of division between 
the orderly and disorderly elements of our 
city life. The prominent points of visability 
are the gambling dens, the dives, the 
saloons, police courts and jails. The 
saioons, gambling houses and dives are 
the open doors through which men pass into 
thesiums. In St. Louis there are 35,000 peo- 


ple in that district bounded on the east by the 
river on the west by Twelfth street on 
the nortn by Cass avenue and on the 
south by Chouteau avenue. In the al- 
leys and tenements of this crowded quarter 
85,000 souls eke out a precarious existence. 
They live in cellars, in garrets, in dark rooms, 
on the streets—any where. They can’t tell in the 
morning where they will sleep at night 
whether on steps, in the calaboose or in the 

rave. They take no thought for the morrow.

The wretchedness, the suffering, 
the poverty, the debauchery, diseases, 
the filth, the death-bed scenes 
the despair ofthese people have often been 
portrayed in order to awaken your interest in 

cial reforms, missions and other pbilan- 


thropic enterprises. I wish to direct 
your attention to some general 
traits which distinguish the slums 
and give them their determining 


influence upon the social problems of our day. 
As it will be impossible to go into anythin 
like an exhaustive discussion ofthe subject 
shall present you simply with some bones to 
gnaw. To begin with I may say that 
THE SLUM POPULATION 

is a foreign population. I do not know who 
made the remark, but he was an American 
and his remark was very witty. ‘The world 
oontains only two nations now,’ he said, 
‘those who speak English and those who 
don’t." Slumdom is the worst part 
of the nation ‘who don’t’ speak 
English, or if they do itis with a brogue. If 
ou will study the tenth census with reference 

this subject you will find that the fore! 
population of our fifty chief cities is far in 
advance of the American population. By 
foreign population I mean not only 
those who immigrate to this country from 
abroad, buttheir children who are born in 
this country. Dr. Loomis,in his bock on 
‘Modern Cities,’ Geciares that the children 
of foreigners, being more used to the liberties 
“er quite as ignorant of the duties 
ef citizenship, give greater perplexity to the 
reservers of order and purity than ever their 
athers have done. Ie has been found that the 
foreign population of New York City is four 


to one as compared with the Ameri- 
can. In Bt. Louls, San Francisco, 
Cleveland, Detroit and Milwaukee the 


proportion Is about the same. In Chicago the 
ratio is nearly nine to one. Here you bave a 
pointer to the character of the slum popula- 
tion, especially if you remember the facts of 
the predominance of the foreign element in 
our cities; that the laboring class is mainly 
foreign, and that almost the entire body of our 
skilled laborers is illiterate.’’ 

Dr. Black then discussed the illiteracy of 
the lower classes at some length, stating that 
two years axo he had occasion to investigate 
the educational Interests of st. ule and was 
dumbfounded by the reauit. He found tnat 
out of a total school population of 108,454 there 
were more than 40,000 not attending at all 
and many of those who were enrolled went to 
sehoul, but for avery short period. This lack 
of attendance at the publie schools, the doctor 
said, was attributable to the foreign popula- 
tion in the cities. ‘‘They have no sympathy 
with our school house. This is owing partly 
to the fact that they are Roman Catholics 
but or 5 — — that they 
are emselves rate foreigners w 
not know what education is.’’ a 

Another cause of the slums was {mmorality. 
The word immorality, the doctor held, how- 
ever, did not describe the rottenness of lum 
dom. It was too dignifiedaterm. ‘‘Heliish. 

Speaking of the social 
evil, the doctor said: ‘‘Social evil! That is 
the way you dignify it. You allow us to read 
tne plain terms from the Bible in the pulpit 
and in the Sunday-school, but when we begin

reality produced. When ingested during 
meals water may do good by washing out the 
digested food and by exposing the undigested 
part more thoroughly to the action of the di- 
gested ferments. Pepsin is acatalyptic body 
and a given quantity wilt work almost indefin- 
itely, provided the peptomes are removed as 
they are formed. The good effects of water 
drank freely before meals have, 
however, another beneficial result—it 
washes away the mucus which is secreted by 
the mucous membrane during the intervals of 
repose and favors peristaisis of the whole all- 
mentary tract. The membrane thus cleansed 
is in a much better condition to receive food 
and convert it into soluble compounds. The 
accumulation of mucus is specially marked in 
the morning. when the gastric walls are cov- 
ered with a thick tenacious layer. Food en- 
tering the stomach at this. time 
wiil become covered with this tens 
cious coating, which, for a time, pro- 
tects it from the action of the gas- 
tric ferments, andso retards digestion. The 
viscid contents, a normal condition in the 
morning before breakfast, is not suitable to 
receive food. Exercise before partaking of a 
meal stimulates the circulation of the blood 
vessels. A glass of water washes out the 
mucus, partially distends the stomach, wakes 
up peristalsis and prepares the alimentary 
canal for the morning meal. Observation has 
shown that non- irritating liquids pass directly 
through the ‘‘tubular’’ stomach, and even if 
food be present they only mix with it to a 
slight extent. 


How Celluloid Is Made. 


From the Inventor. 

While everybody has heard of, or seen, or 
used celluloid, only a few know what it is 
composed of or how itis made. The follow- 
ing ig a description of the process carried out 


In a factory near Paris, for the production of 
celluloid: 

A roll of paper is slowly unwound, and at 
the same time is saturated with a mixture of 
five parts of sulphuric acid and two parts of 
nitric acid; which falls upon the paper in a 
fine spray. This changes the cellulose of the 
paper into proxylin (gun coton). The excess 
of the acid having been expelled by pressure, 
the paper is washed with plenty of water until 
all traces of acid have been removed. It is 
then reduced to a pulp, and passes on to the 
bleachibg trough. 

Most ofthe water having been got rid of b 
means ofa strainer, the pulp is mixed with

phor, and the mixture thoroughly triturated 
under millstones. Ihe necessary coloring 
having been added in the form of powder, a 
mixing and grinding follows.

ELECTORAL REFORM. 


Charges of wholesale bribery follow 
every closely contested election and are 
to be received ata liberal discount. But 
such charges are a public scandal, and 
the well known fact that there is too 
much foundation for them is directing the 
public mind to preventive legislation 
against a crime so difficult of detection 
that mere penalties deter no adroit 
‘‘worker.’’? Gov. Gray of Indiana is on 
the track of the true remedy when he 
speaks thus: 

What remains to be done is to provide some 
measure which shall prevent the surveillance 
of the vote by the party workers. If the 
briber could not see with his own eyes how 
the ballot had been cast, the whole system of 
corruption would receive a death-blow. If he 
could ‘not tell whether the goods he had 
bought had been fully delivered, it is quite 
cettain the buying would soon cease. 

This is the virtue of what is called the 
Australian system, the intent and effect 
of which is to so protect the secrecy of the 
ballot-box that the briber is compelled to 
depend absolutely on the honor of the 
bribe-taker for the worth of his money, 
employer is ab- 
solutely deprived ofany means of com- 
pelling the employe to sacrifice his hon- 
est convictions for his bread and butter. 

Several variations of this system have 
been tried, but the chief feature of them 
all is that the ballots handed to each voter 


by an officer of the election are all alike, | 


and each voter is required to go intoa 
closet in the room where the judges are, 
prepare the ballot to suit himself and re- 
turn it to them in an envelope for insertion 
in the ballot-box, the whole process 
being carefully guarded by law against 
the possibility of espionage or super- 
vision over the voter. Bribery at 
elections became such a scandal in Louis- 
ville that the State of Kentucky has re- 
sorted to this remedy so far as to try it 
on the dog,’’ and we shall soon hear how 
it operates in that city. 

But prevention of bribery or other im- 
proper influence is only part of the 
thorough system of electoral reform 
needed to increase popular respect for 
the decisions of the ballot-box in this 
country. In New York it is notorious that 
only very rich men or the tools of boodlers 
can run for an office, because it costs far 
more than the entire emoluments of the 
office to get a man's name put on a ticket, 
A thorough electoral reform seems to re- 
quire legal provision forthe payment of 
all proper election expenses with public 
money, and effective provision against 
the payment of any further sums on elec- 


tion account by anybody.

PROGRESSIVE PHYSICAL CULTURE. 

A recent article in the Boston Herald 
gives some interesting facts with regard 
to physical training in Harvard Uni- 
versity and the methods employed there 
to secure the best results from gymnasium 
work. 

Every college man whose course dates 
back several years and every man who 
has had experience in gymnasiums witb- 
out the aid of intelligent guidance knows 
how utterly futile for substantial good is 
the usual method of gymnasium practice. 
Fach young man as a rule follows the 
bent of his tastes, ambition and natural 
aptitude, and if he fails to injure himself 
by straining his muscles he succeeds 
only in becoming a special athlete, in the 
accomplishment of which he develops one 
setof muscles to the neglect or even in- 
jury of other muscles. In this way the 
gymnasium becomes more of an evil than 
@ good. 

The Harvard gymnasium is under the 
charge of Dr. DuDLEY A. SaRGENT, who 
has devoted himself to the study and 
teaching of proper physical development. 
He seems to have hit upon the common- 
sense principle that true physical culture 
lies in strengthening the weaker organs 
and muscles and thus securing all-round 
development instead of over-strengthen- 
ing the strong organs and muscles and 
thus securing one-sided development and 
special athletic acoomplishments. 

But Dr. SARGENT goes even beyond this.

It opens the way to suicides 
whenever an unfortunate and disappointed 
poor creature wants to kill himself. I sup- 
posed that Kughier could not have obtained 
laudanum without a prescription, but I want- 
ed to be sure and 1 tried an experiment. One 
night after the theater I started out to buy 
laudanum. It was late at night and cold. I 
drew my hat down, buttoned up my over- 
coat and turned the oollar up 
around my chin so that I looked 
altogether disreputable. I went first to the 
Anti Monopoly drug store on Sixth and Mar- 
ket streets. When the clerk came upto the 
counter I threw down a dime and said, ‘Give 
me 10 cents’ worth of laudanum.“ Then I 
turned away and began to examine a case of 
bair-brushes. He walked behind the pre- 
scription case and soon came back with 
enough to kill about six men. He wrapped it 
up and gave it to me and I walked out. I was 
shocked as well as surprised. My point for 
the jury was gone in the first place, but the 
thought that 
ANYONE COULD BUY SUCH DRUGS 

was horrifying. The next place I tried was 
Judge & Dolph's, Fourth and Market. I went 
through the same experience there and 
got about the same amount for the 
same price, and no questions were

Corrosive sublimate, red and white precip!- 
tate and oxalic acid come under this head,and 
the law only requires that the druggist shall 
acquaint the buyer with the deadly nature of 
the drug an receive from him an 
assurance that it is to be used fora legitimate 
purpose. The buyer is not uired to register 
and no record is kept The druggist need not 
even inquire the name of the buyer. I cannot 
understand why this distinction is made for 
surely there ise no difference between arsenic 
and morphine so far as the intent of the law 


applies to them.“

THE BOSTON’S RETURN. 


CAPT. COMPTON OF THE HAYTIEN REPUB- 
LIC LEFT UNPROTECTED. ° 


Why the Cruiser Did Not Remain at Port-au- 
Prince—A Gallant Young Supper and 
His Crew in Danger—Futile Protest 
Again:«t the Prize Court's Decision—Inter- 
view With Minister Preston. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DisPa Ton. 

New Yorx, November 26.—The unexpected 
arrival at this port of the United States steel 
cruiser Boston, Capt. Francis M. Ramsay, 
which dropped anchor in the bay Saturday 
morning, caused no little surprise in shipping 
and other circles, as it was generally under- 
stood at the time that tne cruiser was 
anchored in the harbor of Port-au-Prince, 
Hayti, looking after the interests of American 
citizens, their tives and property. The Bos- 
ton had been dispatoned to Port-au-Pringe by 
the Navy Department to investigate the seiz- 
ures of the Amerlean steamship Haytien 
Republic and the schooner William Jones. 
Upon her arrival at Port-au-Prince, Capt. 
Ramsay, as was told in yesterday’s 
POsT-DisPaTon, secured the release of the 
schooner and the payment of an indemnity 
of $10,000 to her Captain by the Haytien Gov- 
ernment. The Haytien Republic, however, 
was condemned by a prize court convened at 
Port-au-Prince by order of Gen. Legitime, the 
head of the Government of the South, and 
taken charge of by the Haytien authorities, 
and many think the situation demanded the 
Boston’s continued presence there. Capt. 
Compton of the Haytien Republic was or- 
dered by the Haytien authorities to 
leave his ship with his officers 
ande crew, but the gallant young skip- 
per refused to do so and continued to fly 
the stars and stripes from the flagstaff of his 
steamer. When the Boston sailed from Port- 
au-Prince, on November 16, the American 
captain, officers and crew of the American 
steamer Haytien Republic were prisoners of 
war and their vessel was confiscated, as they 
claim, unjustly. Ship, crew and gallant cap- 
tain were by the Boston’s departure left com - 
pletely at the mercy of their captors. No 
other man-of-war of any nation save Hayti 
was in port. 

THE GALLANT SKIPPER IN DANGER. 

What happened after the Boston’s depart- 
ure isnot known. The Haytien Government 
according to Capt. Ramsay’s statement, ha 
repeatedly ordered Capt. Compton to abandon 
bis ship, but be had always refused to — this 
order. As long as the Boston was anchored 
near the Haytien Republic, the Haytien offi- 
cials did not dare to ill-treat the prisoners on 
board their prize, but it is very doubtful if the 
same spirit of forbearance will prevail now 
that the restraining influence is withdrawn. 
If the utterances of Hayti’s Minister to this 
country be accepted as indicative of the tem- 
per of his countrymen, it may be fairly sur- 
mised that the sallors will fare budly at the 
bands of their captors. 

Minister Preston was seen yesterda 
correspondent at the Westminster Hotel. He 
said: ‘‘Sothe Boston has returned. It was 
reported by the pavers at the time the Boston 
was ordered to Port-au-Prince that she would 
bombard the town, but you see there was 
nothing in it. Do think the seizure of the 
Haytien Republica legal transaction? Certainly 
Ido. The commander of tue ship had no risht 
or authority to carry troops which were hos- 
tile to the regularly established and duly 
recognized Government even as passengers 
from one blockaded port to another. 

„Have you read, Mr. Minister, that Capt. 
Compton retused to leave his ship and that the 
steamer still flies the American flag? 

„Tes, Ihave, was the prompt reply, and 
my Government ought to haul down that flag 
on beard of the Haytien Republic. Yes, it 
ought to be hauled down.’’ 

„And how about Capt. Compton and his 


crew?’’ 

‘*They ought to be taken ashore and put in 
jail. They should all be locked up for con- 
tempt of court.’’ 

‘*Suppose, Mr. Minister, that Capt. nag 
ton refuses to abandon his ship, what, in 
your — will be the outcome of such an 
action!“

US WANTS. 
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MOURNERS WHO PREY UPON FRIENDS OF 
THE DEAD. 


People Hired to Grieve—Funeral of a Mus- 
sulman—Brass Bands and Tom-Toms to 
Cheer Departed Souls—Mortuary Man- 
ners in Various Parts of China. 


From the Boston Herald. 

The moment life has departed from a Mus- 
sulman the women set up an ‘unearthly wail- 
Ing, writes Thomas Stevens. As the depth 
and genuineness of their grief is supposed to 
be gauged by the volume of sound, the lungs 
are taxed heavily. Inthe case of a wealthy 
person, numbers of professional mourners are 
engaged, and all night long the sound of their 
uncanny wailings is heard throughout the 
otherwise silent city. No more doleful music 
can be imagined than a company of Turkish 
wallers lifting up their voices in concert, 
when all other life and noise in a city bas 
ceased forthe day. Numbers of deaths nat- 
urally occur every day in a large city, and 
the more enlightened Turks have now awak- 
ened to the fact that the nightly lamentation 
of hundreds of women is a publie nuisance. 
In Constantinople aud several other cities it is 


now prohibited. In ghe interior, however, 
one is frequently starfied in the middle of the 
night by these ghostly shriekings suddenly 
breaking loose near by. 

Preparations for the funeral are begun as 
soon as life is extinct, as the Turks believe in 
burying the dead as quickly as possible. The 
evelids are closed and the lower jaw band- 
aged, the arms are stretched down the side 
and the feet tied together. The priest and his 
assistants are now summoned to wash the 
corpse. As with us, no matter how a person 
may have been kicked and buffeted through 
life, he is handled very tenderly after all sen- 
sibility has departed. The Turks are even 
more careful of this, because any lack of ten- 
derness in handling a corpse would bring 
upon them the curse of the dead man’s soul. 

After the washing the priest dips water in 
his palm and coveys it three times to the 
mouth, nose and various parts of the body. 
Pepper is sprinkled very liberally on the eyes 
and powdered salt on the face, after which it 
is covered up with a thick wad of cotton. 
The body is then enveloped in a white shroud 
and put in a rough coffin. 

The funeral guests are now assembled, the 
imam, in an impressive voice, sings out: ‘‘O, 
Mussulmans, I call you to witness—what kind 
of a life did this, our brother lead?’’ 

Good!“ shout the crowd. No matter if the 
departed has been a brigand or a notoriousl 
bad egg, the response is always good, 
heartily given. 

At the fore end of the coffin isa peg on 
which hung the turban or fez of the de- 
ceased. The coffin is hoisted onthe shoulders 
of four carriers, and the procession, headed 
by the imam, starts to the mosque. The fol- 
lowers are all men and boys, the women 

STAY AT HOME AND WAIL. 

The Mohammedan burial service is read at 
the mosque, the words and sentiments fol- 
lowing the beautiful burial service of the 
Episcopal Church very closely. From the 
mosque the procession wends its way to the 
cemetary. The Mohammedans bury the dead 
very shallow, a man’s grave being but three 
feet deep and a woman’s four. The body is 
laid to rest without the coffin. 

Everybody now retires except the priest, 
whose most important service is at this point 
called into requisition. As soon as the crowd 
gets beyond hearing he enters into verbal 
communication with t e spirit of the corpse, 
who is faithfully believed by the Turks to 
actually appear and talk to the priest. The 
priest propounds to the deceased various 
questions concerning his soul’s welfare. Two 
spirits are supposed to appear and prompt the 
latter in his answers, an evilspirit and a good 
one. These spirits are understood to battle 
paar cme with both words and blows within 
the shallow grave for the possession of the 
dead man’ssoul. The good angel, however, 
thanks to the aid and encouragement of the 
imam’s presence, fihally succeeds in van- 
quishing the other, and the conflict always 
ends in the soul being carried off to paradise 
in triumph, and the imam hastens to thecrowd 
to apprise them of the happy event. The 
Turks, and more particularly the women, re- 
ligiously believe that all this actually takes 

lace, and is mysteriously revealed to the 
mam as he lingers by the side of the grave 
until the conflict is ended. 

Owing to the hurried burial, and the total 
absence of anything in the way of post-mor- 
tem examination, a good many Turke get 
buried alive. Whena body, however, is dis- 
covered to have moved in the grave, it is at- 
tributed to the struggles of the dead with the 
evil spirits. No mourning badges or change 
of dress are allowed by the Mohammedan 
creed, and their resignation to Kismet en- 
ables the Turke to regard the loss of their 
dearest friends philosophically. 

All that has been said of the Turks may be 
taken, with uniwportant differences, as the 
burial customs of the Persians and other Mo- 
hammedan races. A peculiar feature of Per- 
sia, however, is the big ‘‘caravans of the 
dead,’’ conveying corpses from all of 
the empire to the sacred cemeteries at Meshed 
Koom or Kerbella. One sometimes meets 
along the Meshed ag trail long strings of 
mules and camels laden with decaying corpses 
that taint the air for miles to leeward. 

WHITE IS THE MOURNING COLOR 

of the Hindoo, and the eldest son sits around 
with no clothes on save a white loin cloth. 
He indulges in but one meal aday, and that 
of tune meag rest food. He must not shave 
either head or beara, nor trim his nails. After 
this season of mourning is over comes a 
period of festivitivies called the sradh,in hon- 
or ofthe dead. In no other part of the world 
isafuneral so expensive as in India. The 
feasting and festivities of the sradb last three 
duys, and in the case of arich family, people 
flock to the sradh in thousands. At the death 
of weulthy rajahs as much as baif a million 
rupees have been spent on the sradh. Costly 
presents are lavished on hundreds of Brah- 
mins and Pandite and handfuls of rupees dis- 
tributed to the crowds of mendicants and 
poor people who flock from all the country 
side. Unlimited quantities of food are pro- 
vided and huge tents and awnings erec for 
the accommodation ot the crowds. Instances 
are current in India where tanks have been 
filled with ghee and oil and big mounds 
cf moe and pulse built up, so that to 
thea@rowds of gueststhe mountains might be 
ft nd the wells oll and ghee. Bands of 
mu¥itians and singers are engaged, who re- 
ale the company with the deafening music of 
he tom toms, and the no less soul wing 
efforts of the voice. Rival camps of Pandits 
(learned men) vary the music and feasting by 
engaging in vociferous discussions. Knotty 
oints of Hindoo law, poetry, grammar, 
I history or what not rouse the .

Among some of the aboriginal tribes of 
Western China the funeral customs are very 
remarkable. In striking contrast to the pro- 
longed period of weepin and mourning among 
the more civilized Celestiais, they yield them. 
selves up at the death of a relative to every 
demonstration of delight, such as singing and 
dancing and hand-clapping. The corpses are 
bound in bambouw mats and lashed in an up- 
right position to stems of bamboo. Here they 
remain till the ravages of time, the elements, 
birds and ingects reduce the body toadry 
skeleton, whenthe bones are washed in bot 
water and buried.

‘BURIED ALIVE. 


Horrible Account of Premature Interment 
in Russia. 


From an Exchange. 

In Russia people are oftener than elsewhere 
condemned—unintentionally, of sourse—to 
that most grewsome of all deaths, of which 
Poe had such unfeigned horror—burial alive. 
But the circumstances accompanying this 
frightful torture are seldom so character- 
istic or so horrible as in the case of the wife 


of a peasant in the government of Volhynia, 
on the boarders of Austria, who, accordingto 
the local journal of Volkynia, was lately buried 
in a comatose state. She was expecting soon 
to become a mother at the time of her sup-
